AMERICA’S GREATEST TAXPAYER 
—therefore Greatest Benefactor— 


On the date that we write, July 15th, 1929, the Press car- 
ries the word that Chicago must raise $40,000,000.00 outside 
of the usual way of taxation between now and September Ist, 
if the city schools are to reopen. The school city is practical- 
ly bankrupt. How hopeless the situation would be if the 200,- 
000 children in attendance at Catholic parochial grammar and 
high schools were to knock for admission into the public 
schools in September ! 

The United States Bureau of Education, Department of 
the Interior, announces that the average cost in the United 
States for the education of a child in the public schools is 
$102.00 annually. On this basis Chicago would need $20,000,- 
000.00 more in school taxes if they were to take care of the 
Catholic children, who, by the way, even now pay more than 
one-third of all the taxes for the operation of the public 
schools. 

Add to this the cost of purchase of 200 new school sites 
and the erection of 200 more very large schools, each with a 
capacity of 1,000 children, and the outlay would entail new 
expenses on Chicago of at least $200,000,000.00. 

The patriotic service which the Catholic Church is rend- 
ering to the people of America by paying twice for education 
is not sufficiently appreciated nor understood. Catholics 
pay twice (1) by relieving the country of educating 
over two million five hundred thousand children at a 
saving of $250,000,000.00, not to speak of the saving en- 
tailed through the erection of their institutions at their own 
expense; and (2) by paying taxes for the public schools on 
the same basis that other people pay them for the benefit of 
2.500.000 non-Catholic children. It is easy to see that the tax 
rate, high as it is, is considerably lower than it would be if all 
Catholic children were in the public schools. In cities where 
Catholics constitute from one-third to one-half the pouulation, 
the saving to tax payers generally is enormous.

As a protection 
about the throat it is meant to 
bring to our minds the “disci- 
pline of the voice;” that is, the 
mortification of the tongue. 
Just as the Holy Mass always 
‘reminds us of the Passion of 
‘Christ, so the Amice suggests 
ithe cloth with which the jailors 
‘cover our Lord’s face in the 
court of the High Priest.
